Apparently, a winter vacation in the warm water 
off Baja was more enticing than another winter in the 
chilly ocean off Southern California. 

For the first time in years, juvenile great white 
sharks are resuming what has long been considered 
their normal migration pattern, traveling away from 
cool winter water that’s typical off the local coast in 
favor of something warmer, shark expert Chris Lowe 
said this week. 

“When the temperatures drop, they start their 
southern migration,” said Lowe, who runs the Shark 
Lab at Cal State Long Beach. 


That hasn’t been true in recent years, as El Nifio 
conditions have boosted water temperatures off South- 
ern California. 

Lowe spent much of the past few years tagging juve- 
nile great white sharks as they showed up in unprec- 
edented numbers off the Southern California coast- 
line. The local population boom, while scary for surfers

Fate of legislation remains 
unknown with number of 
Republicans on the fence;

WASHINGTON » Republicans held 
together and shoved their sig- 
nature tax overhaul a crucial 
step ahead Tuesday as wavering 
GOP senators showed a grow- 
ing openness. But 
its fate remained 
uncertain, and a 
planned White 
House summit 
aimed at avert- 
ing a government 
shutdown was de- 
railed when Pres- 
ident Donald 
Trump savaged 
top Democrats and 
declared on Twit- 
ter, “I don’t see a 
deal!” 

“Tt’s time to stop 
tweeting and start 
leading,” Senate 
Minority Leader 
Chuck Schumer 
retorted after he 
and House Minor- 
ity Leader Nancy 
Pelosi rebuffed 
the budget meet- 
ing with Trump 
and top Republi- 
cans. 

Trump lunched 
with GOP sena- 
tors at the Capitol 
and declared it a “love fest,” as 
he had his previous closed-doors 
visit. But the day underscored the 
party’s yearlong problem of unify- 
ing behind key legislation — even 
a bill slashing corporate taxes and 
cutting personal taxes that’s a 
paramount party goal.
